Diseases of 
Domestic Animals 


The investigation by the Onited 
States government following the pub 
jestion ef Upton Sinclair’s book, ‘‘The 
Jungle,” regarding conditions in 
Packingtown (Chicago) and the subse- 
quent disclosures have been a wonder- 
ful stimuldus to the ‘Return to 
Nature” movement inaugurated some 
years ago. By careful, scentfic re 
search, food and food stuffs have been 
critically examined and their exact 
true of that article of diet which is 
the basis of nearly every meal, namely, 
meat. Formerly it was thought that 
health and muscular strength were 
dependent upon animal food. This, 
however, has been proved to be false. 
Im the light of science, the meat diet 
has become a serious question. 

The testmony of examiners 1s that 
only a few animals are. free from 
disease. Pulmonary diseases, - can- 
cers and tumors are startlingly com- 
mon among animals. It is true that 
the inspectors reject many cattle on 
account of disease, but many are 
passed on that ought to have been re- 


fused, thus umwholesome flesh has 
gone on to the market for human con- 
sumption. 

Animals that have been driven quite 
a distance to the slaughter are fre 
quently killed ;their blood has become 
heated.

This meat is poison and 
has produced in those who have eaten 
it, cramps, convulsions, apoplexy and 
sudden death. That the great major- 
ity of invalids are suffering the con- 
sequences of flesh eating is an es- 
tablished fact.

From the northern bank of the 
river the railroad engineers

veying party some hundred’ or 
more miles in advance of the 
railroad experienced terrible pri- 
vations and harships.

282 miles in 
a north-easterly direction — to 
the Broken Hill Maine. The 


tapping of this district will have 
a decided effect upon the prosper- 
ity of South Africa, since it is 
unusually rich in deposits _of 
zinc, lead and copper, while im- 
mediately beyond the land ab- 
ounds with vast supplies of India 
rubber.

The freight cars employed are 
of varying types according to the 
natute and yolume of the traffic, 
ranging from small wooden bo- 
gie trucks of 25 tons capacity to 
steel bogie trucks of 34 tons. The 
passenger codches are of the lat- 
est type, replete with every com- 
fort and convenience, carrying 
first second and third class pas 
sengers. In the last-named 
coaches sleeping accommodation 
is provided for sixty persons. The 
average speed of the trains is 30 
miles per hour in the case of pas- 
senger and 20 miles per hour for 
freight trains. The locomotive 
workshops and executive head- 
quarters of the running staff are 
established at Mafeking. The 
town has been laid upon the lat- 
est lines, and the quarters for the 
staff are substantial and comfort- 
able. 

The line is being constructed 
throughout by unskilled native 
labor, of which a plentiful sup- 
ply is available. They are di- 
vided into small gangs, each of 
which is directed by a white 
man, and their duties comprise 
plate-laying, excavating, coaling. 
portering, and such tasks, the 
finer work being carried out by 
white labor. The natives are paid 
at a uniform rate of 50 cents per 
day, and have been found to be
